The President and his immediate 
advisers have taken no public part 
in the Ny e-Langer contest, which 
is outside their own party . A factor 
indicating they might have more 
than a passing concern in the out­ 
come, however, was Ny e’s endorse­ 
ment by two ardent New Dealers— 
Senators Bone (D-Wash) and Nor- 
I ris <Ind-Neb). 
Their advocacy of their colleague’s 
I renomination preceded by 
a

weeks Mr. Roosevelt’s request last 
I Friday that voters of all parties 
[consider the liberalism of men for 
vhoui they vote, 
No Hint of Support 
There has not been the slightest 
hint as to whether Ny e—in 
the 
event of his renomination today — 
might get any open or tacit admin­ 
istration aid against the 
Demo­ 
cratic 
candidate. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
went outside Democratic ranks in 
1936 to advocate Senator Norris’ 
reelection. 
Ny e, like Norris, often 
has joined 
mid-western 
progres­ 
sives and Farmer-Laborites in vot­ 
ing with administration Democrats. 
The Indiana senatorial battle ap­ 
parently will find two candidates 
labeled conservatives 
fighting

Democrat friendly to the national 
administration.
